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Commissioner Burruss made a motion to enroll and induct the officers as read into the record by Ms.
Grigsby into the Texas Peace Officers Memorial Monument. Commissioner Atkins seconded the
motion. The motion passed unanimously.

Agenda item #3, Receive reports. Take action if necessary.

Executive Director Kim Vickers announced that when an agency submits the Racial Profiling Report,
there will be an option to have the system create and include the comparative analysis for them. Per
HB 3712 passed in the last legislative session, TCOLE will be recommending up to 16 hours of
mandated training for the current training unit. For the training unit beginning September 1, 2023,
and future training units, TCOLE will identify the mandated training. The mandated training could
change each training unit. Director Vickers introduced new staff members.

Enforcement and Special Services Director Michael Antu stated that the Pass Rate Report will be sent
out for review prior to publication. When the acquisition of TCLEDDS is complete, all agencies will
receive My TCOLE Plus for free. January 1+ is the deadline for the Secure File Transfer to be in place.
Director Antu gave updates on the progress of the Texas Law Enforcement Peer Network. The
anticipated launch is in January 2022. The initial license will be available in the My TCOLE Account
mid to late December. The Shopping Cart will also be launched mid to late December. Racial Profiling
Reporting begins January 1, 2022. Non-Compliance letters are being prepared and will be mailed to
individual licensees. Through the My TCOLE Account, a licensee may subscribe to mass
communication for areas of interest.

Credentialing and Field Services Director Cullen Grissom gave an overview of the Education Services
division. Committees and focus groups will continue to be used to develop and update curriculum.
Twenty-four hours will be added to the BPOC, increasing the total number of training hours to 720.
The updated curriculum will be published January 1, 2022. An individual that starts training after July
1, 2022, will be trained on the new curriculum. The new Mental Health Officer curriculum will launch
in February 2022. Director Grissom gave an update on the Telecommunicator CPR course. The
American Heart Association or the American Red Cross CPR training will be recognized. The
Telecommunicator CPR will launch in February of 2022. An email invitation will be sent out to
participate in the Salary Survey. Military Police can apply for year-to-year service time to be added to
their record. Director Grissom gave an update on the number of out of state and military applications
that have been processed. There were 2,413 licensees on the final training non-compliance list.
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Government Relations Director Gretchen Grigsby spoke about the legislative cycle that includes the
implementation phase and preparation for the next session. HB 3712 tasked TCOLE to create several
model policies that should be published by January 1, 2022. The Sunset limited scope review begins
in April. TCOLE is part of the Sexual Assault Survivor’s Task Force that will review law enforcement
training. The Peace Officers’ Memorial Monument ceremony will be held May 1, 2022, on the Capitol
grounds. Funding for flags given to the next of kin for deceased peace officers is being considered
either through legislative appropriation or another source of funding. Nominations for the Law
Enforcement Achievement Awards are open through December 31, 2021.

Finance Director Brian Roth gave an update on job postings. Fifteen of the sixteen available new
positions have been filled. TCOLE has two active grants. The curriculum update grant is eighty
percent complete, and the school marshal training grant is thirty percent complete. The finance
division is working on the purchase of TCLEDDS, the My TCOLE online payment system, and has
finalized the negotiations for additional office space. Legislative changes are being implemented.

Commissioner Hood made a motion to approve the Executive Director’s report and staffs reports.
Commissioner Griffis seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously.

Commissioner Burruss left the meeting at 10:32 A M.
